A new teaching tool will turn 
average kids into geniuses and 
parents into Mickey Mouse fans. 


“Our children will be dummies!” Or so said 
leading sociologists at the start of the calcula- 
tor revolution. 

The arguments sounded convincing. Calcu- 
lators were making knowledge of math tables 
unnecessary, so our children would turn lazy 
and let their calculators do the thinking. Or so 
the experts claimed. 

The sociologists were wrong. From the 
calculator evolved products that made learn- 
ing math skills fun and provided the two essen- 
tial ingredients for learning them—feedback 
and reinforcement. But more on that later. 


A TALKING ANSWER MACHINE 

The Mickey Mouse Talk Back talking 
computer is another example of how tech- 
nology can indeed serve an important teach- 
ing function.

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Dozens of tapes are available for the 
system. A listing is on our order form. 


If your child guesses right, Mickey enthu- 
siastically congratulates your child with posi- 
tive reinforcement. In both cases, Mickey 
explains the correct answer and cleverly gives 
more details which may be asked later on in 
the book. This improves your child’s compre- 
hension because the value of listening care- 
fully is turned into a positive experience. 


UNIT’S SECRET 

The secret of the Talk Back is a specially- 
coded tape, a special sensing mechanism and 
a stereo cassette player. The correct answer 
button is coded on the tape. If your child does 
not press the correct answer button, the tape 
head shifts to the "wrong answer” position and 
plays the wrong answer message. 

The effect on a child is quite interesting to 
watch. We tested our unit on several children 
of different age groups and we arrived at cer- 
tain conclusions: 

1) The tape was interesting enough to keep 
the children involved even when the questions 
were very difficult. When the questions 
became too difficult, the children continued to 
guess and, as a result, learned a great deal 
and expanded their interests and knowledge. 

2) The unit appealed to a variety of age 
groups —from four to twelve years old because 
each tape increases in difficulty. Many adults 
were unable to answer the more advanced 
questions. 

3) The parents were pleased that their chil- 
dren were constructively occupied instead of 
watching TV and unlike TV, the children 
seemed to participate. 

The tapes that are available right now cover 
a broad age group. Tapes in the future will 
cover more specific age groups. Unlike the 
talking calculators, your initial investment will 
cover many subjects with a small investment 


for the software. The Talk Back unit is manu- 
factured by Unisonic, an established manu- 
facturer of quality electronic products. 


GREAT VALUE 

The Talk Back Computer represents a great 
value at $99.95, especially when you compare 
the unit to the other stereo cassette recorders 
that sell for more. Add the Mickey Mouse 
figure, the colorful and well-constructed case, ` 
and you have an even greater value. 

But the real value will be how a "dumb" little 
stereo recorder with a very clever stereo 
playback mechanism can captivate your child 
and teach him or her in such an effective and 
positive way. 

We urge you to give the unit a test. If your 
child is between the ages of four and twelve, 
order a unit and a selection of tapes appropri- 
ate to his or her age level.

many farmers would hide rather than report. 
Some of the treasures found by professional 
treasure hunters are often less dramatic but 
add up to substantial collections. A Lakewood, 
California hunter, Ted Cornelius, has stated, “| 
suggest working along sidewalks and curb- 
ings. | recovered $189.51 in cash, 19 rings, 4 
necklaces with pendants, 4 sets of keys, 3 
pocket knives and about 75 items in just three

separate and heavy power supplies.

The bets are on. And we're sticking our 
necks out to predict what we feel will be the 
greatest boom in electronics ever.

When home computers first appeared, con- 
sumers yawned. Who'd buy such an expen- 
sive toy requiring a computer programmer to 
make work? 
` Indeed the skeptics were wrong because 
today the home computer is one of the fastest 
growing consumer electronics products.

Data 


Almost every business and most consumers 
will eventually be using data banks as part of 
their daily routine. So let's spend a moment to 
examine this new "information utility." You 
can look at a data bank as a library —a place to 
check facts, find reference material and locate 
entertainment media. A data bank is also a 
news service providing you with news, infor- 
mation, sports and weather just like your TV or 
newspaper. 


MAJOR IMPACT 

But the major impact on the future of Ameri- 
can life is not so much from the stuff you get 
from a data bank but simply the savings in 
energy you can realize from using data banks. 
By not traveling to a library, to your store, or to 
your bank, you save on everything from the 
fossil fuel you burn in your car to the personal 
energy you waste in time and effort.

The data bank holds the SEC 10K informa- 
tion on over 6,000 public companies plus de- 


tailed financial information on 3,200 compan- 


ies in 180 industries. Weekly economic fore- 
casts are very popular but the data bank's 
biggest use is for stock market quotations both 
current and historical. The Dow Jones data 
bank also displays everything that appeared in 
the Wall Street Journal and Barrons plus 
sports, weather and movie reviews. 


THE SOURCE 
The Source is a company now owned by 
Reader's Digest which has the most consum-

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Data Bank 


Phone Dialer 


Introducing the first computerized 
telephone dialer that also lets 
you talk to the data banks. 


Its called the Scanset. And if we had to 
select the greatest value in this catalog, the 
Scanset would win our award. 

But at $650 the Scanset is not cheap. It's a 
very sophisticated computer product that is so 
far ahead of the market that it will become the 
Apple Computer of the "Not-so-dumb-termi- 
nal" revolution. But first an explanation. To 
understand the Scanset, you've got to divide it 
into two separate products. The first is the 
automatic telephone dialer. 


AUTOMATIC PHONE DIALER 

You plug your Scanset and your telephone 
into a dual modular adapter plug and then into 
your phone line. Turn the Scanset on and a 
directory with 36 positions for names and 
phone numbers appears. You enter the name 
and the phone number into the directory using 
the full typewriter keyboard.

Then press the dial 
button. You hear the dial tone, the tone signals 
as they're being generated and then the ring- 
ing sound. When your party answers you hear 
them too as the Scanset has a built-in speaker. 
You then pick up your phone which automati- 
cally disconnects the built-in speaker and you 
start talking.

REMOTE TERMINAL 

The Scanset can act as an inexpensive 
computer terminal at your data processing site 
ог at a remote location. You can enter your 
computer's log-on procedure and from remote 
locations access data, check inventories and 
even enter orders.

ers. It has a complete manual that goes along 
with its service and explains its features which 
include the complete UPI news service, New 
York Times data bank, complete domestic and 
foreign airline schedules, financial and stock 
market information, weather, sports, formulas 
for engineers, arcade games, restaurant 
guides, movie reviews and hundreds of other 
topics which expand as the system grows. 

The Source also has a feature called Elec- 
tronic Mail which lets you communicate on-line 
through their computer with other subscribers 
or leave messages for retrieval later. You can 
also advertise in its electronic classified ad 
section for all subscribers to see. 


ASSOCIATED COSTS 

There are special pilot weather reporting 
services, newsletter and medical data banks. 
If you name an industry, chances are there's a 
data bank in operation for that industry or cer- 
tainly one in the planning stages. 

The costs to use data banks are now quite 
reasonable. A local call through Tymnet or 
Telenet will be your first cost. These are tele- 
phone data transmission networks through 
which you reach the data banks.

If you live out in the country, your cost 
would be a call to the nearest city. 

The costs for on-line use of the data bank 
services vary and will certainly drop in the 
months to come. It costs from seven cents a 
minute to use the Source during off-business 
low usage periods, to thirty cents per minute 
during peak business hours. The initiation fee 
to join the Source is $100 part of which we pay 
for you if you purchase some of the data bank 
products we present in this catalog.

The IXO has enough built-in memory to per- 
mit you to store 80 characters. You can there- 
fore pause anytime and review the information 
you've just seen. 

If you're a traveling salesman and wish to 
check on your company's inventory or wish to 
place an order, the IXO telecomputer can be 
the perfect system. No need to lug around a 
heavy computer terminal. Your portable unit 
stores easily in your briefcase and measures 
only 1" x 4” x 6%”. The unit is powered by four 
AA-cell batteries which will last for over a year 
and the unit weighs slightly over a pound. 

DISPLAY LIMITATION 

About the only limitation of the IXO is its 
16-character display. For some people who 
use a large CRT terminal, the scrolling 16 
characters will appear slow at first. But not for 
long. Simply pressing a button will speed up 
the scrolling to 30 characters per second. 
Well, even speeded up it seems slow com- 
pared to the larger terminals but our enthu- 
siasm for its portability more than makes up for 
its slowness and remember, with its future per- 
ipherals it will tie in nicely to the TV set in your 
home, hotel room, office or even a host com- 
puter terminal and then speed becomes no 
factor. Quite frankly, the display is about its 
only limitation. The rest of the features are 
blockbusters.

The New Turntable The Sansui turntable is 


one of the company's most dramatic new de- 
velopments. The tone arm does not pivot from 
one point and track the record. In the new 
Sansui approach, the entire tone arm slides 
laterally towards the center of the record. The 
needle tracks the grooves at exactly the same 
angle which means that both stereo tracks 
play with equal pressure and not the unequal 
pressure found with conventional tone arms. 
Even today's anti-skate mechanism whose 
design is supposed to avoid this distortion is 
not completely accurate. 


The Electronic Eye The Sansui tone arm has 
two built-in electronic eyes which scan a re- 
cord for size and can sense where each selec- 
tion starts and ends. Using the system's pro- 
gramming feature, you can play any selection 
on a record, in any order. And it's simple to 
program. There are seven buttons to press— 
one for each selection. Let's say you wanted to 
play selection 3 first, 5 next, followed by 1, 4 
and then back to 2. Simply press buttons 3, 5, 
1, 4, and 2 and your turntable plays your songs 
in the exact order you selected. The electronic 
eye tells the computer where the songs are 
and you tell the computer which songs you 
want played. Press a repeat button and you 
repeat the exact programmed selections 
you've just played on a continuous basis. 


Computerized Editing A very popular use for 
today's component systems is to take a popu- 
lar record and copy your favorite selections, 
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onto cassette tape. It is a manual process that. 
takes your time, full attention and editing skills 
and often produces sloppy results. The Sansui 
has a computerized editing feature. First, us- 
ing the computerized turntable, you pick your 
selections in the sequence you want them. 
Then you put a cassette into the Dolby tape 
deck and press the Compuedit button. Your 
cassette will record the first selection, then the 
cassette recorder will stop until the record 
players tone arm reaches the next song. 
When it reaches the next song, the cassette 
player starts recording, leaving a slight pause 
on the tape between songs. No other system 
has this editing feature which produces studio 
quality edited cassette tapes. - 

There are dozens of other innovations in this 

Sansui system. Some are so sophisticated 
that only sound engineers would appreciate 
them. Others, however, are simple features 
that make using the Sansui easy and fun. 
Station Pre-Tuner Select your five favorite 
radio stations on AM and FM (ten in all). Then 
just press an electronic button to automatically 
bring in each station. 
Song Skip You can automatically skip any 
number of selections on a pre-recorded tape 
both forwards or backwards. Just enter the 
number of selections to be skipped, and the 
tape head automatically skips them. 


Electronic Touch Controls Gone are the 
mechanical controls you find on most cassette 
systems. Instead you have touch controls 
which respond to slight finger pressure and 
illuminate LED indicators that show which 
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functions are being used. 

The solid-state quartz lock PLL synthesized 
tuner on the Sansui is so slim you might be 
surprised. It has a built-in memory that remem- 
bers the last station you played so when you 
turn your unit on again, it will play the same 
station just like the older analog tuners. It re- 
members those ten stations you pre-set, and 
small power outages won't erase the memory 
thanks to a battery-free memory retention cir- 
cuit. And the FM sensitivity on the tuner is a 
very impressive 10.5 dbf (1.8 microvolts). 

The cassette deck plays everything from re- 
gular to metal tape, has a computer-supervis- 
ed full-logic control tape transport system, a 
timer for record or playback and a Dolby noise 
reduction circuit for hiss-free recording. 

Sansui started out as an innovative man- 
ufacturer of power transformers for other qual- 
ity stereo companies. It was this experience 
and its innovation that convinced it to develop 
its own components. It is therefore no surprise 
that its amplifier is the pride of its engineering 
staff. There's an efficient 25 watts RMS per 
channel with an excellent 0.0896 total harmon- 
ic distortion. 


The speaker system has outstanding fidelity 
with large 612” woofers each with a massive 
ferrite magnet. It's this combination that gives 
you a well-dampened bass response which 
under normal circumstances would give you 
excellent reproduction. But Sansui went one 
step further. They included a 234" passive ra- 
diator which works in conjunction with the 
woofer to add additional low frequency depth 
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to give the speakers a sound that you would 
swear compares to much larger speakers. 
Then they added a 2” tweeter with exceptional 
transient performance and housed the system 
in an acoustically engineered enclosure. 


But with all its advanced features, quality 
and electronics, the Sansui is also beautifully 
designed. Instead of just stacking the units

Have no fear. The boom boxes of the 80's 
have stopped selling like they used to. 

Taking their place are those harmless little 
portable cassette players you see all over the 
place. They cost a lot less money and weigh a 
lot less than the monsters they replaced. 

The huge $600 Sanyo Super Woofer boom 
box shown to the left is an example of the 
horrible excesses of the boom box revolution 
of the past few years.

BLAME THE HANDLES 

Instead, he bought large portable radios that 
contained large speakers and he played them 
at a moderate to low level. Here, in one small 
unit, a Japanese family had everything they 
needed and indeed could take it with them on 
picnics or to other rooms in their house.

An antenna circles the headphone so 
there's no ugly wire protruding from the top of 
your head, and you keep your conversations 
private because the range is reduced to a 
block.

We rate the new Kodak Disc 8000 camera the biggest 
technological advance in the last two decades.

The man from Kodak smiled. We planned to 
offer their new 8000 model Disc camera in this 
catalog, but a tragic thing happened when we 
asked for 10,000 of them. 

The story starts in Las Vegas where our 
company sent a representative to see the un- 
veiling of Kodak's new Disc camera. Our man 
met with the Disc sales organization and spent 
over three hours in a meeting with the Disc 
Product Manager-the man personally re- 
sponsible for the products development. 
What we found out was electrifying. 

The Disc camera represents three major 
breakthroughs that will be felt for many years 
to come. The first is the electronics — a system 
so advanced that it has left the Japanese 
demoralized.

The new Kodak lens consists of 4 glass ele- 
ments—not plastic as many of the 110 cam- 
eras. Lenses are measured by their ability to 
transfer an image at a specific frequency and a 
percentage is then determined in order to rate 


the lens. This rating is called the lens “modula-. 


tion transfer function." The Disc lens is mea- 


sured at a percentage of 961/226 as compared 
to the typical 110 camera lens of 64%. And 
most 35mm lenses are on a par with this per- 
centage. The lenses are so unique that sev- 
eral patents have been applied for. But let's 
talk about focusing. 

There are a series of new automatic focus- 
ing cameras that use infrared waves that 
bounce back to a camera sensor which in turn 
automatically focuses the camera.

The filter feature is not 
necessary if you just want to duplicate the true 
colors of your slides but it certainly adds some 
creative flexibility. 

You can view your slides in the built-in 2.2x 
enlarging slide viewer. Just slip in the trans- 
parency and a slight pressure turns on the 


color-balanced viewing light. Then take the 
slide out and place it in the exposure chamber. 


You have one more option that helps you 
produce perfect pictures. There's an exposure 
control that lets you adjust the light intensity so 
you can darken a very light slide or brighten up 
a very dark one. 


NOTHING MUCH LOST 


When you give your slides or color nega- 
tives to your drugstore to make prints, part of 
your 35mm image must be cropped off to fit 
their paper's format. Not so with the Slide 
Grinder. Kodak's instant film is formatted per- 
fectly for slides. A 35mm transparency is nor- 
mally 24mm x 36mm whereas the total area 
exposed on the Kodak paper is from an area of 
23mm x 35mm. To make a 3%” x 4%” print 
with an image size of 234" x 3Y2”, Kodak may 
have had the 35mm format in mind when they 
developed PR-10 film and this was an impor- 
tant factor in Durst's decision to make a major 
investment in this new product. 


The power source for the system is also the 
last word in simplicity. Two AA-cell penlight 
batteries are required— just like many strobe 
units and no other power is needed as you 
supply the power to turn the crank. A ready 
light glows after you make an exposure to indi- 
cate that your Slide Grinder is ready to make 
another exposure and the batteries will last for 
over a hundred flashes. It's portable, requires 
no electrical connection and stores easily on a 
shelf, ready to use whenever you need it. 


With all its outstanding features, the Slide 
Grinder has a few negative points which we 
should point out. First you are limited to a 3*4" 
X 4%” size for your final print. You cannot vary 
its size. Secondly, your print quality cannot

Emergency CB 


CB was popular in the mid 70's partly be- 
cause of safety. Motorists felt secure knowing 
that they could communicate with someone in 
the event of an emergency. 

But CB died. The average motorist, tired of 
the noise and channel congestion, simply put 
his CB in the attic while the truckers and police 
continue to use and monitor the CB channels. 

Suddenly CB has returned but in a com- 
pletely different form. Motorists, who always 
wanted the security of CB but who didn't care 
to get on the air, have created a demand for 
the "Store-it-in-your-trunk" CB system. 

The trunk system we recommend consists 
of a CB radio, a temporary antenna that rests 
on your car roof, cables, a built-in push-to-talk 
mike and a cigarette lighter power cord.

Then you wear the adjustable 
strap just below your heart with the Electronic 
Vitamin (our name for it) attached. Three large 
heartbeat sensors, located behind the adjust- 
able strap, provide accurate input for the unit's 
computer. 

As you exercise, your unit beeps to indicate 
that you're below your target zone or beeps 
rapidly to indicate that you're going above the 
zone. There's nothing to look at and nothing to 
calculate. An audible beep is all you hear. You 
can, however, glance down at the Electronic 
Vitamin and your heart or pulse rate will be 
displayed. 

For women who jog wearing jogging bras, 
the sensors can be placed under the elastic 
strap located under the cups. No strap is there- 
fore required and the monitor can be attached 
to the belt with an optional clip.

The 
Electronic Vitamin, in our judgement, provides 
the most consistent results of all the units we 
tested. 


You can set the limits from a low of 40 to as 
high as 200 bpm (beats per minute). The unit 
has an automatic sensitivity adjustment which 
adapts to each user's heartbeat in just a few 
seconds. This automatic feature means that 
you don't have to make any fine tuning or 
special adjustments to get the unit to operate 
properly for your specific physical condition.

For those of you who are still reading, the 
Super Igniter plug is made in England. To 
understand it, however, you've got to first 
understand something about a standard spark 
plug. Please stay with us, as the best is yet to 
come. 

TECHNICAL EXPLANATION 

A standard spark plug has a small piece of 
welded metal called the "side electrode" that 
extends over a center electrode. The piece of 
metal must be adjusted for each engine to 


certain specifications, usually within three 
one-thousandths of an inch. That's called the 
"spark plug gap" 

The Super Igniter operates on a different 
principle. These plugs are designed specifi- 
cally with a fixed, non-adjustable gap that 
encircles the entire center electrode. Because 
part of the plug body with its large surface area 
acts as the side electrode, there is no deteri- 
oration or, at worst, the amount is negligible. 

When standard plugs are gapped, even a 
good mechanic could gap each electrode so

No phone-in credit 
card orders will be accepted during this intro- 
ductory period.

We've had to assure him that 1) we won't sell 
too many of them, 2) we would keep our adver- 
tising copy as conservative as possible and 
finally, 3) we would express very little enthus- 
iasm in this advertisement. So, if you're look- 
ing for the most fantastic product we've ever 
offered in the history of our company, why not 
buy something else from our catalog?

And then there was 
the problem of installation. Our gadget 
customers would rather press buttons and 
read displays than crawl under cars to install a 
complicated device like that. And finally, some 
cars are difficult to start - especially in cold 
weather. 


HOW WRONG WE WERE 
But we were wrong. The installation takes a 
garage mechanic about two to three hours or 
between $50 for an American car to $140 for a 
Mercedes. Installation is really no problem. 


And the price of many auto accessories 
exceeds $400 so our customers, many of 
whom drive pretty expensive cars, can easily 
afford one. And finally, the device does indeed 
work on even the most difficult-to-start cars in 
temperatures below zero. But here's how the 
device will work for you this summer. 


Before you leave your car, you put your 
transmission in park, set your emergency 
brake and turn on the air-conditioning. 

You're now sitting in your office. It's boiling 
hot outside, and the sun is turning the inside of 
your car into a pressure cooker. Soon it's time 
to leave the office. 

You take out your slim pocket transmitter, 
press a button and your car starts, the air- 
conditioner turns on and the interior temper- 
ature starts to drop.

What happened was another miracle of 
space-age electronics.

Despite this safety limitation, we found the 
Computer Start to be plenty of fun, a great 
convenience in hot or cold weather and a great 
way to warm up the car a few minutes before 
you drive- away.

First, a confession. That product pictured 
above won't launch a graham cracker. But it 
will provide more genuine fun than you'll ever 
get from any product you could attach to your 
bicycle or exercise cycle. Here's what we 
mean. 

Many Americans ride bicycles, some in the 
privacy of their bedrooms to keep in shape, 
others in the fresh outdoors. 


GUESSING THE DISTANCE 

But sometimes riding your bicycle can be 
downright boring. And although you might not 
know exactly how far you've traveled while 
you're outdoors, guessing the distance while 
cycling in your bedroom is even harder.

handlebars that keeps track of your heart rate 
SO you can stay within your target zone while 
you exercise. For the real cycling enthusiast, 
there's a pedal/crank monitor that helps you 
maintain pedal cadence.
